AND SUGAR TRUST 


Relations of Church and Com- 
bine Being Probed, 


Thomas K. Cutler, One of the 
Latter Day Saints, Tells of 
the Operations of Havemeyer 
With the Sugar Industries of 
the Church.

Washington, June 22.—Inquiry into 
the relationship between the Mormon 
church and the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company began today before 
the house committee of inquiry into 
the sugar trust, disclosed that Henry 
O. Havemeyer’s first dealings in the 
beet sugar business were with the 
Utah Sugar Company, in which the 
Church of Jesus Christ and the Latter 
Day Saints were interested. 

Thomas R. Cutler, of Salt Lake, vice 
president and general manager of the 
Utah-Idaho Sugar Refining Company 
and former bishop of the Mormon 
church, appeared before the committee 
as a witness. He disclosed that of the 
approximately $9,500,000° paid-up stock 
of the Utah-Idaho company, the Amer- 
ican Sugar Refining Company controls 
$4,650,050, or 465,050 shares; Joseph F. 
Smith, president of the Mormon 
church, as trustee for the church, 49,-

Early History of Beet Sugar. 

Mr. Cutler. related to the committee 
the early history of the beet sugar in- 
dustry in‘ Utah, dating back many 
years up to the time of the organiza- 
tion of the Utah Sugar Company in 
1889 and the Idaho company in 1903. 
The Mormon church became interested 
first by indorsing notes of the original 
company and purchasing bonds, and 
later was induced to buy stock, he said. 
Representative Garrett, of Tennessee, 
who conducted the examination of Mr. 
Cutler, asked about the first entrance 
of Mr. Havemeyer into -the affairs of 
the company. 

“In 1902,” said the witness, 
met Mr. Henry O. Havemeyer.” 

“Did you approach him, or did he 
approach you?” asked Mr. Garrett. 

Approached by Havemeyer. 

“Mr. Havemeyer approached me,” 
was the reply, “and it was for a dif- 
ferent purpose than generally sup- 
posed. I had been hunting capital for 
years for the sugar interests in which 
we were interested, and had been in 
the east many times. Mr. Havemeyer 
had heard of me, and he sent William 
P. Willetts to Utah to see me. I was 
just going to California, and _Mr. Wil- 
letts accompanied me there and ar- 
ranged for me to go to New York to 
see Mr. Havemeyer. 

“I went to New York he though 
Mr. Havemeyer was the only man I 
met at that time. I judged that he was 
negotiating for the American Sugar 
Refining Company because he used the 
word ‘wé’ in all his conversation. 

“Mr. Havemeyer said to me: ‘We 
have decided to go into the beet sugar 
business. We think it is bound to be- 
come one of the great industries of 
this country and we have heard of 
your success in the west. We sent for 
you to see if you couldn't help us in 
establishing beet sugar plants in any 
good loéations in the United States.’ 

He Wanted Financial Help. 

“I tola Mr. Havemeyer that I was 
not in a position to accept such a 
proposition and I said that what I 
wanted was financial help in our own 
enterprises. Then he made a proposi- 
tion to me to supply one-half of all 
the capital we would need in extending 
our business in good 'ocations if we 
would agree to furnish the other half, 
and he proposeg to start the deal, that 
our stockholders’ sell the American 
company one-half of our company.”

Ex-Senator Burrows Named, 

The committee concluded the exami- 
nation of Charles B. Warren, president 
of the Michigan Sugar Refining Com- 
pany. During his examination former 
United States Senator Julius Caesar 
Burrows, of Michigan, was referred to. 

Chairman Hardwick asked if Sena- 
tor Burrows, in a tariff speech in the 
senate in 1909, had mot “assured the 
senate” that the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company had nothing to do 
with the Michigan Sugar Refining 
Company and had read a letter to that 
effect from officers of the latter com- 
pany. 

“Senator Burrows never made such a| 
statement in the senate,” Mr. Warren 
replied, “‘“‘nor qid he read any letter 
from the Michigan Sugar Refining 
Company on the floor of the senate.” 

‘*Didn’t Senator Burrows say the 
American Sugar Refining Company had 
no interests in the Michigan com- 
pany?’ continued the chairman. 

“I don't think he made such a state- 
ment,” said Mr. Warren. 

Taft and Philippine Tariff, 

Regarding negotiations as to the 
Philippine tariff, Representative Ford- 
ney, of Michigan, explained he and 
others in congress had conferred with 
Mr. Taft prior to his inauguration. He 
said the compromise limiting the im- 
portation of Philippine sugar free of 
duty to 30,00 O0tons in the Payne-Al- 
drich law was consented to by the 
beet sugar people of'his and other sec- 
tions of the country. 

“Mr. Taft agreed to it,and was very 
anxious for such a compromise,’ said 
Mr. Fordney. 

Mr. Warren was closely questioned 
regarding the sugar tariff conference 
with the president. 

“Did you come to Washington to see 
Mr. Taft?’ asked Mr. Hardwick. 

“The year before the campaign,” said 
Mr. Warren, “I came in responge to an 
invitation to meet, Secretary Taft at 
dinner. The Philippine sugar matters 
were discussed.” 

“Was any understanding reached 
that in the event of Mr. Taft's election 
to the presidency, the tariff on sugar 
would pot be disturbed?” 

“No, there was not,’ said Mr. War- 
ren. “There Was no conversation ex- 
cept about Philippine concessions.” 

Taft Gave No Assurances. 
“Did Mr. Taft give you any assur- 
ances that nothing would be done to 
injure the beet sugar interests?’ 

“No; the president wrote me a let- 
ter about the Philippine concessions 
and wanted me to help him,” said Mr. 
Warren. The witnes said he promised 
to help and when legisiation came up 
the sugar interests were not opposed 
to the concessions. - 

Representative Baker, of California, 
asked Mr. Warren if he considered the 
organization of the Michigan Sugar 
Refining Company a violation of the 
anti-trust law or laws of Michigan. 
The witness said he did not. 

Mr: Warren told the committee that 
after consolidating the six Michigan 
concerns the: combined companies had 
produced sugar cheaper and had sold 
it cheaper to the consumer.

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LANDLORDISM---A FRIEND OF THE WEEVIL. 


One of the main obstacles in the path of the program aimed at 
anticipating the ravages of the boll weevil is landlordism. The 
Georgians and southerners generally who have enlisted in the cause 
cannot afford to lose sight of its potentialities for disaster. 

Twenty years ago, the landlord exacted of the “cropper” cotton 

exclusively, as’ a consideration for the use of the land. The white 
staple was then about the only ready cash crop of the southern 
states, and it was natural that the landowner should prefer to receive 
his rent in a product instantly convertible into cash. 
Teday, the situation has altered—radically. In Georgia, at least 
there is a year-round market for hogs and cattle and corn. These 
three products, produced in compliance with reasonable commercial 
standards, may be as readily exchanged for cash as eotton. Indeed, 
the demand is more persistent, if anything. For we cannot eat 
cotton, and we must eat the products that grow out of the three 
staples named in the foregoing sentence. 

These facts are confirmed, when it is remembered that in 
Louisiana and Texas, where the boll weevil has done its worst, corn, 
peanuts and other-products have largely been substituted for cotton, 
and the cash revenues of the states have been practically shorn of 
deficits:. Another clincher is the fact, cited often by The Constitu- 
tion, that. Georgia annually spends outside this state $20,000,000 
in excess of its gross income from cotton for those very food products 
a few of the unregenerated affect to believe do not compare with 
cotton in cash value. 

The job is, then, to convert the landlords still insisting upon 
their rent in cotton to permit, even encourage, the “cropper” to 
substitute corn and other products. The crusade is not a matter 
of philanthropy. It is economic, and self-preservative, pure and 
simple. 

For if the boll weevil strikes the Georgia cotton counties still; 
clinging to all-cotton, the landlord is going to suffer equally with 
the cropper. 

A better remedy still, is to aid “croppers” to become landowners, 
that they may be independent of the landlord who is occasionally 
unreasonable. | Pees cas 3

age diversification by the first means at our hands. To that end, 
pressure upon landlords as well as farmers should be of avail.

MACON PARTY LINES WIPED-OUT 
BY NEW GOVERNMENT MOVEMENT 


Macon, Ga., June 22.—(Special.)— 
Macon seems more likely than ever 
now to have a commission form of gov- 
ernment. 

Stirred to action by the charges pub- 
licly made that politics were being 
Played to prevent the adoption of that 
system here, the subcommittee of the 
general committee on commission gov- 
ernment held .a rousing meeting this 
afternoon and adopted a report that 
starts the ball rolling in the right di- 
rection. 

Attending the meeting were Chair- 
man Marion Dunwody, representing the 
chamber of commerce; J.:B. Riley and 
W. T. Anderson, representing the city 
council; Minter Wimberly,-representing 
the legislators, and Marion H. Massee, 
representing the citizens. It was the 
unanimous sense of fhe committee that 
Macon badly needs a change in the 
present method of municipal regula- 
tion, and it was agreed that a report 


recommending the commission govern- 
ment should be made to the general 
committee. This latter committee will 
then pass on the repurt to the mayor 
and council, who are already commit- 
ted to indorse it. The legislators have 
also stated that they wil] introduce 
the charter amendment, if requested to 
do so by the counci!. So the way seems 
smooth now for commission govern- 
ment, and those whe have dreaded the 
political campaign which is already 
stirring are delighted. It seems that 
party lines are obliterated by the com- 
mission government plan, both the ad- 
ministration and the opposition being 
in favor of it. 

If the amendment passes the legisla- 
ture this summer, which now seems 
more than probable, an election will 
be called for the early fall, submitting 
the proposition to the people. Their 
ratification will bring on the election 
for commissioners.

Ownership of Papers Should Be 
Matter of Public Knowl- 
edge, He Declares.

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fused by Governor

Notable Array of Counsel De- 
fends T. B. Felder, Shooting 
Holes Through Application, 
‘Declaring It Faulty in Many 
Essential Features. 


If the state of South Carolina wish- 
es to secure possession of Attorney 
Thomas B. Felder, of Atlanta, on the 
charge of attempted bribery, it will 
have tv come again with another 
requisition which at least bears the 
earmarks of regularity and legality. 

After attorneys for Mr. Felder had 
shot holes through the application for 
requisition until it looked like a sieve 
at the hearing before Governor Brown 
Thursday, the governor turned down 
the application and sent the repre- 
poentatives of Governor Cole Blease 
and the state of South Carolina, At- 
torney W. A. Holman and Sheriff M. 
M. Buford, on their way discomfited. 

Affidavit Held Faulty. 

The governor sustained the ocon- 
tention of counsel that the requisition 
is fatally faulty in many particulars, 
and he was sustained by Attorney 
General Hall. Among the most nota- 
ble defects were that there was no 
affidavit alleging what bribe Mr. Fel- 
der offered, for what purpose it was 
offered, the specific date on which it 
was offered, or that Mr. Felder was in 
the state at the time the offense is 
alleged to have been committed. 

There was one affidavit offered from 
one Kelly, who stated on “information 
and belief” that Mr. Felder had, in 
October, 1906, offered a bribe to H. H. 
Evans, a member of the board of con- 


‘trol of the South Carolina dispensary, 


and thereby conspired to defraud and 
cheat the state of South Carolina. 

The attorneys for Mr. Felder pro- 
duced court decisions to show that 
affidavits based on information and 
belief are not worth the paper they 
are written on; that there must be 
specific charges based on the knowl- 
edge of the affiant, so that persons 
s0 accused may have recourse to pros- 
ecution for perjury wher such charges 
are proved groundless. 

Mr. Felder has publicly charged that 
Governor Blease had an ulterior mo- 
tive in making the application for 
requisition. He has charged that it 
was based on personal malice and vin- 
dictiveness, and was designed to get 
him out of the way along with evi- 
dence which he claims to have, and 
which he says connects the governor 
of South Carolina with a number of 
questionable financial deals /which 
proved costly to that state. 


Had Able Defenders. 


Mr. Felder was not lacking in able 
defenders. Not only did the Atlanta 
Bar Assgciation delegate a coterie of 
its most distinguished members to see 
that his rights as a citizen were not 
invaded, but from several cities in 
Georgia, and even from South Caro- 
lina, attorneys were present and vol- 
unteered their services in his behalf. 

The defense was conducted by At- 
torneys Spencer R. Atkinsotl, former 
judge of the supreme court; Alex 
King, Luther Rosser, P. H. Brewster 
and J. D. Kilpatrick. 

Lending advice and assistance were 
Attorneys Reuben R. Arnold, John W. 
Moore, Eugene Black, Albert Howell, 
Stiles Hopkins, George Westmoreland, 
Harry Alexander, Virgil Jones, Henry 
Peeples, Sanders McDaniel, Shepard

One of the most convincing speeches 
in behalf of Mr. Felder was that’ by 
Attorney George Johnstone, of New- 
berry, 8S. C. Colonel Johnstone is a 
former member of congress from his 
state and is an able lawyer, and. 
while he expressed the pain it caused 
him to disagree with his fellow-citi- 
zen, Attorney Holman, of South Caro- 
lina, he very skillfully, very effective- 
ly added a few more holes to those 
which had been blown through the 
application for requisition by the local

ry. While seated in a window of room 
516 on the fifth floor of the Termnal 
hotel yesterday aftefnoon, about 2 
o'clock, H. R. Hannah, a prominent 
business man from Carrollton, Ga., 
lost his balance ‘and was hurled to 
the pavement below. Within 
minutes the unfortunate man was 
dead. The body was removed to the 


undertaking establishment of Green- 
berg & Bond, where a coroner’s in- 
quest was held in the afternoon at 
4:30 o'clock, resulting in a verdict of 
accidental death, due to a fall. The 
body will be removed to Carrollton 
this morning, where the funeral and 
interment will take place. 

Suicide was the first impression of 
the huge crowd that surrounded the 
body shortly after the fall. But a 
close investigation of the room failed 
to reveal any clues to this effect. 

Hannah came to the Terminal hotel 
Thursday afternoon about 1:45 o’clock. 
Immediately after registering he fol- 
lowed the bel boy to room 516, to 
which he had been assigned. The bel! 
boy stated that Hannah seemed in 
the best of spirits, and even joked 
with him. Upon entering the room, 
as claimed by the bell boy, he re. 
moved his coat and hat and remarked 
that the weather was exceedingly hot. 
The bell boy then opened both win- 
dows, which fronted the Terminal 
station. Upon leaving the elevator 


the thud of Hannah's 
struck the pavement. 

It was advanced that Hannah had 
Seated himself in the window in an 
effort to cool. Just how he lost his 
balance will possibly never be known, 
as rigid investigations failed to reveal 
any way in which one might lose 
their balance while seated safely in 
the window. 

Although Wundreds 
thronged the Terminal plaza and 
Streets in the vicinity, ‘the coroner 
could find no one who witnessed the 
accident. However, life was not ex. 
tinct before a crowd had gathered 
around the body, which was later re- 
moved upon advice by the coroner. 

Upon searching Hannah's clothing, 
over $12,000 in certificates were found. 
At the time of his death he possessed 
$35 in cash. The only baggage founda 
in the room was a small traveling 
suit case. 

Hannah was formerly of Atianta, 
where he was connected with the firm 
of Inman, Akers & Inman, in the ca- 
pacity of a cotton buyer. For twelve 
years he was with this firm, removing 
two years ago to Carrollton, where he 
was made a junior member of the 
firm of the Mandeville Cotton Com- 
pany. Relatives of the dead man esti- 
mated his wealth at $100,000. 

Hannah married a niece of State 
Senator Atkinson. He is survived by 
his wife, a 3-year-old child, and a 
brother, C. G. Hannah, of 574 South 
Pryor. street, Atlanta.

The work is that of the 
great-grandmother of Mr. Stuteman, 
fand iflustrates not only the patience 
and industry of the lady of ye olden 
 sttne, but the artistic knowledge which 
must have inspired a design so beau-

“Beware of so much iced tea,” said 
the woman who knew to others the 
other day. “It is not healthy if taken 
to excess; it cools off the body too 
soon.” But it was not until she added

fruits and the cold things, and vege- 
tables and the dishes that are pre- 
ferred in summer, are not fattening, 
but that is a mistake,” she continued. 
“Nearly all liquids, especially those 
which are relished and are particularly 
refreshing, are fattening—also the ice 
creams, the berry ‘pies, and anything 
with peaches in i¢ fattens ‘while you 
eat.!’”’ 

“Tell us something cheerful,” one in 
the group asked; “we must live in the 
summer, and don’t deprive us of all we 
like!” 

The green vegetables, the string 
beans, spinach, lettuce and onions 
were the things mentioned as not fat- 
tening if they are not cooked with 
cream, and the berries are not fatten- 
ing if not too much sugared, and 
served with cream. The sherbets are 
less fattening than the ice creams, and 
pineapple is not g0 fattening as 
peaches. 

“Cherries, if eaten in moderation, 
are all right, but cut off as much 
bread and butter and hot biscuits and 
rolie as possible. Cold bread, a little 
stale, is not harmful, and toast is the 
best thing in the morning for the bread 
course. Eggs, if boiled, are not fat- 
tening, and are very nourishing; but 
fried chicken and cakes, with the 
gravy, are very fattening. Broiled 
chicken is better, and avoid potatoes 
as much as possible; they are not 
only fattening, but heavy for summer 
diet.”

A CHILDREN’S FOURTH.

When the children arrived, each was 
given a famous patriot’s name—-George 
Washington, Martha Washington, Sam- 
uel Adams, John Hancock, Molly Pitch- 
er, Daniel Boone, David Crockett, Israel 
Putnam, Betsy Ross, Nathan Hale, Ben- 
jamin Franklin, Paul Revere, etc.—and 
told that we were going to play that 
we lived one hundred and thirty-five 
years ago. As they were familiar with 
characters of the American revolution 
from histories they had studied  re- 
cently, they liked the idea immensely. 

I then gave each “man” a house—a 
square of lawn marked off with red, 
white or blue ribbon. Near Hancock’s 
house was a fish pond, where, after be- 
ing politely invited by messengers, the 
other gentlemen went fishing for bril- 
liantly colored paper hats, lath swords 
and belts. The “ladies,’’ meantime, were 
asked to a quilting at Mrs. Washing- 
ton’s, where each sewed a biock and 
received a doll souvenir. The three 
“littlest” girls, who did not want to be 
“ladies,” played the parts of messen- 
gers from the government. 

I had ‘planned various plays, historic- 
ally correct, but the children entered 
so into the spirit of the thing that I 
had no occasion to use them. In fact, 
it was with difficulty that I tore them 
away from a tea party of their own 
improvising, for a banquet in Phila- 
delphia (my dining room), where the 
conversation ran thus: “How many 
men do you think will enlist, General 
Washington?” and, though the actor 
replied, Five hundred,” he did not for 
a moment forget his part. 

The table was decorated simply with 
flags and place-cards of postals bearing 
revolutionary scenes. At each place 
there were also small drums, filled with 
candies.

FANNIE FARMER’S RECIPES. 


Deviled Tomatoes—Wipe, peel and 
cut four tomatoes in slices. Sprinkle 
with salt and pepper, dredge with flour 
and saute in butter. Arrange on a 
het platter and pour over them the 
following sauce: Work four  table- 
spoonsfuls of butter until creamy and 
add two teaspoonfuls of dry powdered 
sugar, one teaspoonful of dry mus- 
tard, one-half teaspoonful of salt and 
a few grains of cayenne. When thor- 
oughly blended- add one egg, slightly 
beaten, the yolk of one hard-boiled 
egg, rubbed to a paste and two ‘table- 
spoonfuls of vinegar. Cook over hot 
water, stirring constantly until mixture 
thickens. 

Cherry Salad is most appetizing. and 
a cream mayonnaise seems the dress- 
ing best adapted to use with it. Wipe 
cherries, remove stems and stones anc 
fill cavities thus made with filberts. 
Arrange in nests of lettuve leaves and 
garnish each nest with three selected 
cherries, from which neither stems nor 
stones have been removed. 

Hawaiian Salad is made of dried 
pineapple, mixed with one-third its 
quantity of pecan nut meats, broken 
in pieces, arranged on lettuce leaves, 
making a desirable combination. This 
mixture is marinated with a French 
dressing, to which one may add some 
pineapple juice. 

Fruit Salad Dressing.—Beat two 
eggs until very light and add, gradu- 
ally, while beating constantly, three 
tablespoohfuls of lemon juice and one- 
half teaspoonful of salt. Cook over hot 
water until mixture thickens, stirring

PLAN TO ABOLISH 
JUSTICE COURTS 


Fulton Legislators and Atlanta 
Lawyers Drawing Up 
Amendment. 


Acting in conjunction with Fulton’s 
representative in the . legislature, 4 
committee of lawyers om the At- 
lanta Bar Association is drawing up 
an amendment to the constitution, 
which, if passed by the general as- 
sembly, will authorize the large cities 
of the state to vote on the question of 
abolishing justice courts.

The committee appointed for this 
purpose by the asseciation is composed 
following: Edgar Watkins, 
Alex Stevens, E. W. Martin, R. C. Al- 
ston, Walter R. Brown, Arthur Hey- 
man and W. W. Gaines. 

The bill will be introduced at the 
opening session by Fulton county's 
delegation.

CONVICT SYSTEM 
WORKING WELL 


One Hundred and Eleven Coun- 
ties in Georgia Are Now 
Working Convicts. 


That the present system of working 
convicts on the road is working ad- 
mirably and is giving general satis- 
faction is shown by the annual report 
of the prison commission, which is 
now ready for the governor. 

The report shows that there is a 
total of 72,668 prisoners now. held in 
charge by the state, of which 2,312 
are negro men, 291 white men, 61 ne- 
gro women and 56 white women. 

There are 111 counties of the state 
now working convicts on the public 
roads. Twenty-four counties have se- 
cured convicts° and then turned them 
over to other counties in exchange for 
labor, while eleven counties have ta- 
ken no convicts at all. 

The report shows that since the old 
lease system was abolished in 1909 
the death rate among convicts has 
| appreciably decreased, due no doubt to 
the better treatment they now receive 
and to the further fact that ali the 
work is now done in the open air.

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SHERIFF GLYNN 
SAVES NEGRO 


Slayer of Wade Cook Is Rush- 
ed to Cordele for Safe- 
Keeping. 


Cordele, Gae., June 22.—(Special.)— 
Fearing a ltynching, Sheriff Glynn, of 
Wilcox, today brought to Cordele for 
safe keeping Wesley Jackson, a negro, 
who on yesterday shot and instantly 
killed Wade Cook, a prominent white 
farmer, of near Abbeville. 

The facts seem to be that the negro 
owes Mr. Cook money, having worked 
for him last year, and on Monday Cook 
met the negro and demanded a settle- 
ment. Some heated words passed be- 
tween the negro and Cook, and an al- 
tercation ensued, neither of the parties 
being hurt. A warrant was taken out 
for the negro, and it seems that Cook, 
together with Deputy Sheriff Corley 
and others, went to the Bouse of the 
negro, who is a tenant on Colonel 
Cutts’ plantation, about one mile east 
of Abbeville, to arrest the negro. 

The negro had the door closed, and 
when told to open it, he did so, at the 
same instant appearing with a shotgun 
in his hand and immediately fired upon 
Cook, killing him instantly. The negro 
then attempted to run, when he was 
shot down, having been shot in the 
right heel and ankle. He was then 
taken to Abbeville and lodged in jail, 
but was brought to Cordele this morn- 
ing and turned over to Sheriff Ward 
for safe keeping. His wounds received 
medical attention. The shooting oc- 
curred last night about 11 o’clock.

At this season of the year there are 
a& great many failures made in not 
handling the pullets properly. The 
common practice is to feed the pullets 
so as to induce early egg production, 
but there could not be a greater mis- 
take made in the handling of pullets 
intended for breeding purposes. Those 
who are depending on these pullets to 
supply them eggs for hatching pur- 
poses, to produce a portion of their 
breeding stock for another season, will 
make no such mistake. They realize 
that they are handling breeders; that 
they must bring them to maturity in 
body and frame; that the bree@ing pul 


she will become a hen fully devel@ ’ 
ag to size, form and vigor. I fing” 
pullets that have matured mosf” 
ually and allowed to gain, . 

and strength of bone and body Ad full 
plumage before they begin to lay will 
make better layers'and breeders than 
if they are fed so strongly as to begin 
laying before they are fully matured 
and before they have a full growth of 
body, bone and plumage. Those who 
understand feed bone and body-form- 
ing foods that will grow size, strength 
and feather, rather than to induce too 
early an egg production. 

That is the way the man or woman 
who sell “eggs for hatching” look at 
it, if they are “on to their job.” The 
pullets we will put in the breeding 
pens. The dams from the stock from 
which we must select our breeders for 
the following year must be fully ma- 
ture@ upon the day they enter the 
breeding yards, in size, strength of 
bohe and body plumage. That is the 
requirement, and a true breeder is 
satisfied with nothing else. This sig- 
nifies that we should take great pains 


~.—_im properly feeding and caring for our 


growing pullets; and one of the first 
questions that arises is, How? The 
food ration mut be very carefully 
considered, and we must, therefore, 
give such foods as will supply them. 
We must do this in order that the pul- 
let may reach henhood in perfect 
physical form. 

And now we arrive at the point 
where we must decided upon the food 
supply—the foods which will give to 
the pullets all that is required By the 
growing stock in the making of bone, 
muscle, flesh, feather and blood. At 
the head of all the desirable feeds for 
such stock stands oats and wheat; I 
find that no other grain food is so rich 
in bone and muscle-making properties 
as these. These grains are as neces- 
sary to the breeder’s stock as milk 
for the young babies. As a starch food, 

fey are indispensable; but other foods 
@re necessary, as all needs must be 
supplied. So, we feed corn for flesi- 
producing purposes, and for the carbon 
necessary to all animal life. Other 
grains, such as rye, buckwheat, miliet, 
etc., make good feeds with the others. 
The wheat, oats and other grains 
should be fed in deep Htter every eve- 


a 


ning after the pullets have gone to 
roost. When they come off the perches 
in the morning they will go to work 
for their breakfast. This feeding should 
be @ light one. For their noon ration 
I like’ to feed a mash composed of 
wheat bran, hominy anda little cotton 
seed meal, in about the following pro- 
portion: Fifty pounds wheat bran, 50 
pounds hominy and 15 pounds cotton 
meal. This should be mixed to a 
crumbly state with skim milk or 
water. For their night ration feed all 
the corn they will eat up clean. An 
occasional feed of boiled vegetables is 
also good. Shells, grit, charcoal and 
beef scrap should be kept before them 
all the time. |

proved quite groundless. Everything 
was carried out with smoothness and 
in perfect order, which excited univer- 
sal admiration. 

Scene of Magnificence. 

Perhaps never in history, certainly 
mever in the experience of any person 
who witnessed it, has there been an 
historic scene so magnificent as the 
ancient abbey of Westminster pre- 
sented, when George V. and Queen 
Mary were seated in state upon their 
thrones. 

All who attended the crowning of 
Edward VIII. agreed thaj today’s cere- 
mony surpassed that spectacle in every 
cfreumstance of stately stage-setting, 
of solemn ritual, inspiring music, the 
host of royal and eminent personages, 
the wonderful display of rich uniforms, 
bright gowns, marvelous jewels wiltich 
combined to create an impression of 
awe and admiration.

Cullinan diamond flashing fro 
imperial crown, ail the nobles o 
throne in quaint costumes of ancient 
offices, with a few modern untforms 
the four peers in light blue and white 
grouped behind them, an array of 
church dignitaries robed in scarlet and 
gold formed the center of the _ pic- 
ture. Below the king and queen were 
the yvounge prince of Wales, almost 
emothered in the dark blue robes of 
the Order of the Garter. with the peers’ 
erimson mantle around his shoulders 
and the duke of Connaught in the uni- 
form of a field marshal. 

Just above the altar to the right of 
the king, loaded with 
plate, was the girlish Princess Mary 
‘ wearing the coronet of a peeress, with 
hair hanging down her shoulders, anc 
the three young princes in Seotch 
kilts. Near them were the other mem. 
bers of the royal family. 

Yeoman of the guard with halberds 
lined the aisles throughout the space 
-of the abbey, and in the great boxe: 
“rising high against the walls and fill- 
ing the transepts and galleries were 
“9,000 spectators, forming blocks of 
quivering, variegated color. In one

The ceremony in the abbey consum- 
ed more than three hours. The stately 
ritual of the Fistablished Church com- 
bined with the coronation rites, sur- 
charged with the traditions of fadei 
centuries, and Sir Walter Parratt’s im- 
pressive music, which continued 
througout—now a_ soft accompaniment. 
then the choir intoning the service, 
then the majestic hymn, and at the 
culminating points, the roll of drums 
and the blast of trumpets—all united 
to make every moment one of intensest 
interest. 

The archbishop of York’s sermon had 
as its text: “I am Among You as He 
That Serveth.” He said: 

“Pray we for our king, that his

Undercurrent of Human Interest. 

Apart from the procession the solem- 
nity and- the paraphernalia of state, 
there was an undercurrent of human 
interest most appealing. Queen Mary, 
although she bore herself with regal 
stateliness during her crowning, was at 
first noticeably nervous. While the 
king was being anointed and crowned 
she had her handkerchief at her eyes 
frequently. The king when he receiv- 
ed the homage of the heir displayed a 
father’s affection. 

‘From the earliest hours of the morn- 
ing the streets were lined deep with 
people. Both routes of the procession 
were filled long before’ the 
reached their places. 

The early arrival of cavalry accom- 
panied by bands afforded almost as in- 
teresting a show as the procession it- 
self, and’ then came royal carriages 
and coaches taking robed and uniform- 
ed men and daintily dressed women to 
the abbey for the ceremony.

Wonderful Show of Uniforms, 


& wonderful display of uniforms 
preceded the royal coach, 

The arrival of their majesties at th 
abbey was the signal for a shout of 
greeting, which was continued until 
they were lost to view. There seem- 
ed no end to the enthusiasm of Lon- 
doners. They had hardly time to get 
their suppers between the conclusion 
(of the procession and the coming of 
| darkness, when the lights were turned 
;}on for the illumination. In spite of 
heavy showers, the streets were 
crowded from curb to curb, the road- 
ways as well as the sidewalks being 
Ziven up to the merry-makers. 

By common consent, the people con- 
|verged in front of Buckingham palace 
juntil the throng reached such dimen- 
sions that it was impossible to move. 
A group of boys struck up the ‘national 
anthem. Instantly the strains were 
‘taken up by thousands. As the sing- 
ing ceased, cheering again broke 
forth, and the sound reaching the in- 
terior of the palace, his majesty came 
out on the balcony to acknowledge 
the tribtue. The prince of Wales also 
appeared at a window and waved his 
hand at those assembled below. They 
responded by singing “Rule Britan- 
nia,” to England’s sailor prince. 

Official announcement was made 
from Buckingham palace that their 
majesties stood well.the physically 
trying ordeal and were but little fa- 
tigued. After luncheon, for which all 
the members of their suites remained, 
their majesties spent the hours qu!- 
etly. In the evening they dined en 
familee, the only guests being the

try; that any ten national banks with- 
in one of the fifteen geographical di- 
visions having an aggregate capital of

tives of the same banks, each repre- 
sentive to cast votes proportionate to 
the capital of the bank he represents. 

How Branch Is Controlled. 


“Phe branch of the association in 
each one of the fifteen geographical dis- 
tricts is to be controlled by a board of 
directors to gensist of three groups of 
directors, one group equal to the num- 
ber of associations in the district to 
be elected by the directors of the lo- 
cal association, each director having 
one vote; second, a group of directors 
equal to two-thirds of the number of 
local associations, who shall be elected 
by representatives of the banks with 
voting power proportionate to their 
capital,-and the third group which 
shall be equal in number to one-third 
of local associations of the district, 
shall represent the industrial, com- 
mercial and agricultural and other in- 
terests of the district and shall be 
elected by the votes of the first two 
groups, each direotor having one vote. 
Then there shall. be a manager who 
shall. be ex-officio a member of the 
board of directors and shall ke chair- 
man of the board. 

“The national reserve association 
shall consist of forty-five directors, six 
of whom are to be exofficio members, 
namely, the governor of the reserve 
association, who shall be chairman of 
the board: two deputy governors, the 
secretary of the treasury, the secreé- 
tary of commerce and labor and _ the 
comptroller of the currency. The sec- 
ond group shall consist of fifteen dli- 
rectors to be elected by the board of 
directors of each branch of the re- 
serve association, each member of the 
branch board having one vote. The 
third group shall consist of twelve di 
rectors to be elected by voting rep- 
resentatives of the banks embraced in 
the district. each representative cast- 
ing votes proportioned to the capital 
of the banks. 

The Three Groups. 

“The three groups thus constituted 
are to select twelve additional mem- 
bers, who shall fairly represent the 
industrial, commercial, agricultura!) 
and other interests of the country and 
who shall not be officers of banks. Th: 
governor andthe two deputy governors 
shall be selected by the president of 
the United States from a list submit- 
ted by the board of directors and each 
branch is to have a manager and a 
deputy manager appointed by the gov- 
ernor. of the reserve association with 
the approval of the executive com- 
mittee. 

“A careful examination of the con- 
stitution of the controlling board of 
this national reserve association 
shows, first, that every bank, both as 
a unit and also in proportion to its 
capital, has a voice in the selection of 
the governing board of directors of 
the national reserve association as it 
has a similar voice in the board of di 
rectors of the branch of the nationa’ 
reserve association in one of the fif- 
teen geographical divisions.
